the us is not committed to any particular form of govern- 
ment in Iran, the Shah remains for the foreseeable future 
the keystone of Iran's political structure and, as such, 
should be supported. At the same time, the paper argues 
that it is in the US interest to encourage cautiously 
Iran's political evolution toward broader-based and more 
effective government, better able to resist internal 
insurgency .
